1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach controllably stopping the chemical attach of the 
wafer surface by progressively introducing an acidic rinsing solution to prevent chemical 
attack to the wafer surface when polishing stops. The closest prior art, to Krishna et al, 
'373, teaches quenching the wafer, not progressively introducing the acidic rinsing 
solution. Such quenching does not allow for controlled sopping of the chemical attack 
of the wafer surface.
